He has a num ber o f plants w hich 
were subjected to red, green, blue and 
white light, the co nditio ns o therwise 
being similar. 
Tho results were asto n­ 
ishing. 
Under the effects o f the red 
light certain vegetables, such as lettuce, 
grew fifteen tim es as fast as under the 
blue light. 
On the o ther hand, blue 
light has rem arkable preservative 
po w ­ 
ers. 
An o ak tree, planted tw'o y ears 
ago , kept its first leaves, which no w 
are as fresh and vigo ro us as when they 
first appeared. 
In the same way ripe 
fruit can be kept fresh under a blue 
screen fo r twenty day s witho ut decay 
and a straw berry plant can be retarded 
fro m a sim ilar perio d and then allo wed 
to fructify . 
The ex periments are ex - 
po cted to have a wide applicatio n fo r 
m arket gardening.

the only show barn In the United 
States which is so arranged that all of 
the horses in the stalls may he seen by 
a visitor. 
The new barn is east of the live 
stock pavilion which was erected last 
year and is eighty feet away from it. 
It occupies ground on which stood sev­ 
eral long sheds for show horse«, these 
smaller barns having been taken to 
the east side of the grounds to shelter 
horses that are in training on the 
tracks. 
The barn that is building is 
328 feet long and 204 feet wide, or 88 
feet longer and four feet wider than 
the livestock pavilion. Tt will have ca 
parity for 304 horses in stalls that are 
| 5% by 10 feet. 
Between the stalls 
j will be aisles over 22 feet in width, so 
; that large crowds of visitors may 
| move with ease through the structure 
and see the blooded animals. 
Behind 
each stall will be a chain to protect 
visitors from the heels of the horses 
The building has been designed for 
the comfort of the horses, for the con­ 
venience of the men w’ho take care of 
them, and at the same time enable vis­ 
itors to see the livestock at any time. 
One of the rules of the Fair is that 
all livestock must at all times be In 
condition to be seen by visitors, and in 
the new’ barn it is thought that the 
rule will be more closely follow’ed than 
ever. 
While it is to be a very large, 
one-storv structure, the roof will be 
high, and the building will contain 
roomy lofts for feed, bunks for hos­ 
tlers, harness rooms and offices for the 
managers of the horse department. 
The roof is to be of saw-tooth pattern, 
and special attention will be given to 
ventilation and light wffll be brought 
in from the north. 
The roof proper 
will be of tile. 
In the barn will be housed all of the 
horses of the Fair except the trotters 
and pacers.
